Object of the Work. — The object of the work is to 
furnish the student of medicine with a short and suc- 
cinct view of the most important facts and principles 
which engage his attention during his pupilage, in order 
that he may refresh and fix more firmly upon his 
memory what he has read and heard ; as well as to 
enable nim properly to arrange his knowledge, so as to 
use it in the most advantageous manner. 
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The design of the present work la to present to 
the student of medicine a sort of radt meoam, or 
pocket remembrancer, which might prort of serrice 
in the treatment of cUsease. 

The matter has been oondensed to the smallest 
usefal compass, by the omission of many partioalars, 
which, however interesting or oseftil in themselves, 
haye less connexion with the praotloal wants of the 
student. The aim has been to render it rather sug- 
gestire than complete. To the country practitioner, 
also, the compiler trusts this little book will prove 
acceptable, firom the convenience with which it may 
be carried, and the multiplicity of subjects which It 
contains. 

In the Alphabetical List of Bfedidnes, the follow- 
ing plan has been adopted : — ^First, the medicinal

and English name of the article is given, and in most 
cases the mode of preparation. Then the therapeu- 
tic influence or effect of the substance. This is fol- 
lowed by the diseases in which it has been used, 
and the mode of employing it. The appropriate dose 
for an adult is then exhibited ; and the principal in- 
compatible substances are mentioned. 

To render the List of Medicines more available to 
the student, the Outline of General Pathology and 
Therapeutics, and the Table of Symptomatology are 
given. These were first prepared for the compiler's 
own use when a student, and grew out of his own 
wants. At the suggestion of an intelligent medical 
friend, they are added here, with the hope that they 
may prevent that routinism which a mere dose-book 
might encourage, and which has proved so deleteri- 
ous to the profession of medicine.

ABSINTHIUM. Wormwood. 

Tonic, antispasmodic, anthelmintio, discutient, anti- 
septic. 

Um, In intermittents, dyspepsia, gout, hypochon- 
driasis, dropsy, and epilepsy not depending on 
organic changes. Clysters of the decoction are 
asefal in ascarides. 

Dote. In substance, 9j to 3J. Inftunon (3yj to water 
Oj), f 3iv to f 3xij, three or four times a day. 

Incompatible. Sulphates of iron and of zinc ; ace- 
tate and diacetate of lead, nitrate of silyer. 

ACACIA. Gum Arabic. 

Demulcent, nutritious. 

Use, In catarrh, pertussis, ardor urinsd, &o. 
Mucilage of Gum Arabic is often employed as a 
yehicle for other substances. To render them 
miscible, oils require three-fourths of their own 
weight, balsams and spermaceti equal partly 
resins two parts, and musk fiye times its weight. 

Dose. In substance, 3s8 to 3ij« In decoctioms 
ad libitum.

incomp. Goulard's extract, alcohol, sulphuric ether, 
tincture of muriate of iron. 

ACETUM. Vinegar. 

Refrigerant, diapboretie, antiseptic, astringent; 
externally, stimulant and discutient. 

Use. In febrile complaints and scorbutus ; it has 
been supposed to counteract the effects of opium 
and other narcotics, after the stomach has been 
completely cleared ; but this is a mistake, and it 
should never be employed in such cases ; steam 
of it inhaled in putrid sore throats and in scurry ; 
as a lotion in bruises, sprains, bums, and chrofiic 
ophthalmia. Antilithic, where the triple phos- 
phates abound in the urine ; diluted with water, 
it forms the best means of cleansing the eye of 
small particles of lime. 

Dose, f 3j to f ajiv. In clysters, f 3j to f 3ij. Lo- 
tion. R Aoeti f3j, Spiritos Ten. f3iV) Aqu» 
f3viy. 

ACETUM DISTILLATUM. DistiUed Vinegar. 
(Distil one gallon of vinegar on a sand bath, in a 
glass retort and receiver. Reserve the first seven 
pints for use.) 

RofVigerant, slightly astringent 

Ust, The same as that of vinegar; chiefly for 
pharmaceutical purposes. It is used in the form 
of vapour for purposes of fumigation, but it has no 
•ffioaoy in destroying contagious or infectious 
matter. It is also a good addition in refrigerating 
lotiona containing acetate of lead.

ACETUM OPII. Vinegar of Opium. R Opium in 
coarse powder 3Tiij, Nutmeg 3jss, Saffron 3ss, 
Sugar 3xij, Dist. Vinegar q. s. Digest the 
opium, nutmeg, and saffron, on a sand bath, with 
Ojss Dist. Vinegar, for 48 hours, and strain. Di- 
gest the residue with an equal quantity of dist. 
yinegar in same way, 24 hours. Put the whole 
into an apparatus for displacement and return 
the filtered liquor, as it* passes, until it comes 
away quite clear. When the filtration has ceased, 
pour ^stilled yinegar gradually upon the remain- 
ing materials till the whole quantity of filtered 
liquor equals Oiij. Then add the sugar, and by 
means of a water-bath evaporate to Oiij and

Use. A substitute for tincture of opium ; it is less 
likely to affect the bram than the tincture. 

Dose, f^m to f 3ss. 

ACETUM SCILL^. Vinegar of Squill. (Scillse 
recentis exsiccatse 3xy, Aceti distil. Ovj, Spiritus 
ten. Oss.) The squill should be macerated 7 
days ; or it may be prepared by macerating 
3iy bruised squill in a pint of distilled yinegar 
2 days, then putting the mixture into an appara- 
tus for displacement, gradually pouring in dis- 
tilled yinegar till the quantity of filtered liquor 
equals Oij; lastly, adding the alcohol. Diluted 
acetic acid may be substituted for the yinegar. 

IHoretic, expectorant, emetic, in large doses purga- 
tiye.

BepriTe the sublimed matter of oil by 
in bibulous paper, and again sublime.) 
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Stimulant; as an expectorant, donbtfhl ; errhine. 

U9e, In chronic catarrh, but of very little efficacy. 

Dote, Gr. x to 3s8. 

ACIDUM CITRICUM. Citric Acid. 

Refrigerant, antiseptic. 

Use, In febrile and inflammatory complaints, and 
scorbntuB ; and dissolved in water, instead of re- 
cent lemon juice, for the effervescing draught. 
(Proportion ^xjss to water Oj.) 

Dote. Gr. x to 3ss, dissolved in water or any 
bland fluid. 

Ineomp. Sulphuric acid, nitric acid, acetate of 
lead, nitrate and acetate of mercury, alkalies, 
alkaline sulphurets. 

ACIDUM HYDROCHLORICUM. (Acidum Muria- 
ticum, U.S.) 

Tonic, antiseptic, diuretic. 

U»e, In typhus; cutaneous eruptions; in gargles 
in inflammatory and putrid sore throats ; in in- 
jections in gonorrhoea. 

Ineomp, Alkalies, earths, and their carbonates; 
metallic oxides, sulphuret of potassium, tartrate 
of potassa, tartar emetic, and most metallic salts. 

ACIDUM HYDROCHLORICUM DILUTUM. Di- 
luted Hydrochloric Acid. ^Acidi Hydrochlorici 
f3iv, Aqu» distiUatee f3xij.) f3j should sa- 
turate gr. 82 of crystallized carbonate of soda. 

Dote, • nj'x to fljfxx, properly diluted ; in gargles, 
fSss to f3ij in fgvi of fluid; injection, Ofviij, 
to water f Siv. 

ACIDUM HYDROCYANICUM. Diluted Hydrocya- 
Bio Acid. Cyano Hydrio Acid, Prussic Acid. 

S^^tatsii Ferrocyanidi 3^, Acidi Sulph. ^jss, 
q. Dist. Oiss.) (Prussic Acid may be prepared 
liar immediate use in the following manner. Take

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of Cyanuret of Silver grs. Iss., Muriatic Acid grs. 
41, Distilled Water 3j. Mix the muriatic acid 
with the distilled water, add the cyanuret of sil- 
ver, and shake the whole in a well-stopped vial. 
When the insoluble matter has subsided, pour off 
the clear liquor and keep it for use.) 

Sedative, antispasmodic. 

Use, In spasmodic coughs ; asthma, hooping- 
cough, nervous affections, hiccough, palpitation 
of the heart, and in allaying the irritability of 
the stomach in dyspepsia. Prussic acid may be 
employed with great benefit in cases of chronic 
neuralgic affections of the stomach. It should be 
given in increased doses, till some physiological 
effects arc produced ; then continued in rather a 
diminished quantity. As a local application, pro- 
perly diluted, it is useful in abating the itching 
in Impetigo and pruriginous affections. 

l>ofe. f^J'y gradually increased to ftJc^t i^ * glass- 
ful of water, almond emulsion, or infusion of cin- 
chona. When an over-dose has been taken, the 
effects are best counteracted by ammonia, chlo- 
rine, brandy, and the cold affusion. 

Ineomp. Metallic oxides, chlorine. 

ACIDUM NITRICUM. Nitric Acid. 

Tonic, antiseptic, antisyphilitic, escharotic. 

Use. The strong acid is seldom used for any other 
than pharmaceutical purposes; in the form of 
yapour, it is extracted from nitre 3iv. and sul- 
phuric acid 3iv» in a saucer, placed on a pipkin 
of hot sand, for the purposes of fumigation. 

Ineomp. Spirit of lavender and the strong tinc- 
tures, in any large quantity; and the essential 
oils ; metalUo oxides. 
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ACIDUM NITRICUM DILUTUM. Diluted Nitric 
Acid. 

Uie. As a drink, diluted largely, in fevers of the 
typhoid kind ; in chronic affections of the liver, 
attended with a redundant and hasty formation 
of bile ; and in dyspepsia. As a remedy in vene- 
real complaints ; yet in this climate it is not to 
be depended on, but it is a very useful adjunct to 
mercury, and allays the violent irritation induced 
by it. It is also very useful in the cure of old 
ulcerated legs. 

Dose, iVt^ to ^3d, in f3iij of water, twice or 
thrice a dav 

ACIDUM NIlko-MURIATICUM. Nitro-muriatic 
Acid. (Acidi Nitrici, mensura, partem i ; Acidi 
Muriatici, mensura, partes ij. Mix them in a 
vessel kept cool, and preserve the ibixture in a 
well-stopped 'bottle, in a cool, obscure place.) 

Stimulant, antiseptic. 

Use. Largely diluted, it has been strongly recom- 
mended in malignant scarlatina, in chronic affec- 
tions of the liver, and in syphilis ; and still more 
diluted, as a bath, in chronic derangement of the 
hepatic secretion, which it improves, and acts 
gently on the bowels. 

Dose, nj'viij to fljfxx, in f 3iij of water, twice or 
thrice a day. When used as a bath, the mixed 
acid should be added to the water until it tastes 
as sour as weak vinegar. 

Ineomp. Oxides, earths, alkalies, the sulphurets, 
mnd the acetates of potassa and of lead. 

ACIDUM SULPHURICUM. Sulphuric Acid. 

Seehurotic, stimulant, rubefacient, tonic, astrin- 
gent, rehrigerant. 
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r*t. In local pains, in the form of an ointment 
made of lard f3j) sulphuric acid 3j; and in

R Gallse. pulv. — ^ther Sulphuric. &a, q. s., put 
into a glass adapter, loosely closed at its lower 
end with carded cotton, sufficient powdered galls 
to fill half of it ; fit the adapter accurately to the 
mouth of a receiving vessel, fill it with the sulph. 
ether, and close the upper orifice tightly. The 
liquid which passes separates into two unequal 
portions, of which the lower is much smaller in 
quantity, and much denser, than the upper. 
"When the ether ceases to pass, pour fresh por- 
tions upon the galls, till the lower stratum of 
liquid in the receiver no longer increases. Then 
separate this from the upper, put it into a cap- 
sule, and evaporate with a moderate heat to dry- 
ness. Lastly, rub what remains into powder. The 
upper portion will yield a quantity of ether by 
distillation, which, when washed, may be em- 
ployed in a subsequent operation. 

Use. Tannic acid may be advantageously employed 
in all the passive hemorrhages, especially menor- 
rhagia ; also in diarrhoea, where we wish simply 
an astringent efi^ect. It possesses a great ad- 
vantage over most other astringents, from the 
smallness of dose in which it may be given, and 
from its being less liable to irritate the stomach 
and bowels. 

Dose. From 2 to 4 grs. every three hours. 

ACIDUM TAKTARICUM. Tartaric Acid. R Po- 
tassse bitartratis ftiv., Aquso distillatad ferventis 
Ckmg. iisB, Cretse prseparatsd 3zxv 3vi, Acidi 
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Sulphurici dilnti Ovij fgxyij, Aoidi hydrocUo- 
rici f3xzyjs8 yel q. 8% BoU the bitartrate of 
potassa with two gallons of the water, and add 
gradually half the prepared chalk ; then add the 
rest of the chalk dissolved in hydrochloric add, 
diluted with Oiy of distilled water ; let the tar- 
trate of lime subside, then pour off the fluid and 
wash the tartrate of lime with distilled water 
ontil it is tasteless. Then pour upon it the di- 
luted sulphuric acid; boil for a quarter of an 
hour. FUter the supernatant fluid, and eyapo- 
rate with a gentle heat until it crystallize. Dis- 
solve the crystals again, and a third time in 
water, strain as often, and boil down, and leave 
at rest. 

Refrigerant, antiseptic. 

Use. In inflammatory affections, fevers, and scor- 
butus. 

Dose. Gr. z to ^ss dissolved in water. 

Incomp. Alkalies and their carbonates, all the salts 
of potassa. 

ACONITUM. Aconitina. (Aconiti rad. exsiccati 
et contusi ftij, Spir. rect. Cong, iij, Acidi sulph. 
diluti, Ammoniso liq., Carbonis animalis punf., 
sing. q. s.) 

Use. Externally counter-irritant : too poisonous to 
be used internally. 

ACONITI FOLIA ET RADIX. AoonitO) or Monk's* 
hood Leaves. 

Narcotic, sudorific, deobstruent 

Use. In chronic rheumatism, scrofula, scirrhus, 
palsy, amaurosis, and venereal nodes. Aconite is 
a very powerful topical remedy, ixf the form of 
tincture, in cases of rheumatism and neuralgia. 

Dose, Gr. j, graduiJly increased to gr. t, twice or

From its strong 
attraction for water, it causes thickening or scir- 
rhus of the stomach, and an indurated state of the 
liver; and from its powerful effects upon the 
nervous system, it induces epilepsy, tremors, 
coma, mania, and death. For these reasons, and 
that we have useful substitutes, it should seldom 
be prescribed.

Use, In in termittents, . dyspepsia, hysteria, flatu- 
lent colic, gout; to promote the operation of 
emetics ; externally as fomentations in gripings, 
and to ripen suppurating tumours.

opium in checking gangrene. It produces its 
narcotic and sedative effects with very little in- 
crease of pulse, and therefore may be used in 
mania, pneumonia, and other inflammatory com- 
plaints, united with nitre and antlmonials. In 
doses of from 1 to 8 grains it acts as a diapho- 
retic. It is a useful adjunct to bark in typhoid 
diseases, to valerian, the fetid gums, volatile 
alkali and others, in hysteric and nervous com- 
plaints, and to antlmonials in rheumatism and 
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other inflammations. Extemallj, It allays the 
pains of rheumatism, and other deep-seated in- 
flammations, when dissolved in oil.

As an adjunct to cinchona in ague; in obsti- 
nate diarrhoea, and after dysentery ; a good yehi- 
cle for powdered Peruvian bark, and small doses 
sulphate magnesia, and sulphuric acid in debility 
of stomach attended with constipation ; in dys- 
pepsia and flatulent colic.

Use, In typhus, hysteria, epilepsy, amenorrhoea. 

Dose. Gr. x to 9j in a bolus; 3J, or more, in 
clysters ; of little value as a remedy. 

CATECHU. Catechu. 

Astringent, tonic. 

Use. In diarrhoea, from a relaxed state of the 
bowels, and in intestinal and uterine hsemor- 
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rbiges ; locally m aphthsB, uloeration of the gums, 
and in coughs and hoarseness from the relaxation 
of the uynla and epistaxis. 
Ihte, Gr. x to 3J in poirdfir ; in the latter case, 
8 piece is allowed to dissolye slowly in the 
mouth ; but is best given with svgar, gum arable, 
and water. 
CERA FLAVA ET CERA ALBA. Yellow Wax and 
White. 

Demulcent, emollient. 

Ute. In diarrhoea and dysentery ; but principally 
used in the formation of cerates and ointments. 

Dote, 9j to §88 twice or thrice a day, in form of 
emulsion; melt the wax with a little oil, then 
triturate it with yolk of egg, and groat gruel 
f3ij. 

CERATUM CETACEI. Spermaceti Cerate. (Ce- 
tacei Jij, CersB Alb. gij, OliysB 01. f 5iy. The 
wax and oil being melted together, add the sper- 
maceti, and stir until the whole is cold.)

CERATUM PLUMBI ACETATIS. Cerate of Ace- 
tate of Lead. (Plumbi Acetas cont. ^ij, Cersa 
Alh. 5ij, OliTSB 01. f^v^j- Melt the wax in 
seyen fluid ounces of the oil, then add the acetate 
rubbed down with the remainder ; and stir with 
a wooden spatula until the whole be united.)

Done, Of the powder gr. x to 3J ; of the decoction, 
made by boiling ,^ of the bruised root in Qj of 
water, from f,iy to fgij may be given several 
times a day. 

CINCHONA. Peruvian Bark. 

Strongly and permanently tonic and antiperiodio, 
slightly astringent, stomachic, and febrifuge. 

lT9e, lu intermittonts, after evacuating the stomach 
and bowels; in continued fevers, keeping the 
bowels clear; confluent small-pox; erysipelas; 
acute rheumatism; cynanche maligna; scarla- 
tina ; passive hemorrhages ; and in every disease 
attended with deficient action.

COLCHICI RADIX ET SEMEN. The Bulb and 
Seeds of the Meadow Saffron. 

Narcotic, diuretic, cathartic. 

Use, In dropsies, gout, rheumatism, neuralgia, 
bronchitis, and scarlet fever. Colchicum is ra- 
ther palliatiye than euratiye in gout and rheuma- 
tism. It is a useful addition to saline medicines 
in ferers and all inflammations.

Use, In gonorrhoea, gleet, leucorrhoea. Also, as a 
grateftd stomachic and carminatire in disorders 
of the digestiTC organs. Cubebs hsTC been re- 
commended in CTcry stage of gonorrhcea, but they 
are most safe and effectual in chronic cases, and 
where the inflammation is confined to the mucous 
membrane of the urethra. If not speedily useful, 
they should be discontinued.

In over-doses it 
occasions vomiting, purging, dimness of sight, 
vertigo, delirium, hiccough, convulsions, and 
death. These symptoms of poisoning are obvi- 
ated by cordials, opium, and blisters, especially 
brandy and ammonia. 

Uu, In inflammatory diseases; phthisis; active 
hemorrhages, and dropsies, unattended by palsy 
and unsound viscera ; from its influence in lower- 
ing the pulse, digitalis has been much employed 
in palpitation and other affections of the heart, 
in mania, epilepsy, &c. ; also, as an antispasmodic 
in pertussis and spasmodic asthma ; but particu- 
larly, when combined with nitric acic^ iii dropsies 
which occur after long and harassing courses of 
mercury : most useful where there is a laxness of 
fibre, pale countenance, intermittent, weak pulse, 
cold skin, and when the swelling pits. This state 
may be produced by bleeding, saline purges, &c. 
When nausea occurs, its use must be intermitted 
for a little time. Its use must be followed by a 
generous diet, and tonics; and, during its em- 
ployment, diluents are necessary.

Dose. Gr. 1-lOth to gr. } in a pill, or J gr. e^ery 
hour till it operates; or gr. j dissolved in ^ 
alcohol, with four drops of nitric acid, of which 
from thirty to forty drops may be given in water.

Use. In every case where blisters are required. 
Heat destroys the acrimony of the flies; and 
therefore this plaster fails when incautiously pre- 
pared. It should be spread on leather, for a 
plaster, with the thumb, and never with a hot 
spatula. Perhaps the most certain mode of raising 
blisters would be to sprinkle the finely-powdered 
flies on some farinaceous paste, as suggested by 
Parmentier. In using this plaster, the part which 
it is to cover should be bathed with vinegar, and 
a piece of thin gauze pressed do^ii onVXift ^xn^'^^^ 
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of the plaster, interposed between it and the akin, 
by which means it is easily and cleanly remoyed. 
It requires to remain applied tweWe hours in 
order to produce a perfect blister.

RUtES TO PROPORTION THE DOSES OF 

MEDICINE. 



In prescribing, the following circumstances should 
always be kept in view : — Age, Sex, Tempera- 
ment, Habit, Climate, the condition of the stomach, 
and Idiosyncrasy. 

Age — For an adult, suppose the dose to be one, or 
1 drachm. Under 1 year, will require only l-12th, 
or 6 grains. Under 2 years, will require only 
l-8th, or 7i grains. Under 8 years will require 
only l-6th, or 10 grains. Under 4 years will require 
only 1 -4th, or 15 grains. Under 7 will require only 
l-8d, or 1 scruple. Und6r 14 years will require 
only J^, or OJ drachm. Under 20 years will require 
only 2-8ds, or 2 scruples. Above 21 years the full 
dose, 1 drachm. Above 65 the inverse gradation 
of the above. 

Opiates affect children more powerfully than adults, 
but children bear larger doses of calomel than 
Adults, 
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by the first is altogether effaced ; for, by not at- 
tending to this circumstance, the core is always 
commencing but never proceeding. It should, 
however, also be kept in mind, that some medi- 
cines, such as the mercurial salts, arsenic, &c., 
are apt to accumulate in the system ; and danger 
may thence arise if the doses too rapidly succeed 
one another. The action also of some remedies, 
ela|erium and digitalis, for example, continues 
long after the remedy is left off ; and therefore 
much caution is requisite in avoiding too power- 
ful an effect, by a repetition of them even in di- 
minished , doses. Aloes and castor oil acquire 
activity by continued use, so that the dose requires 
to be diminished. 

The following simple rule, given by Dr. Young, will 
be found very useful as a guide in prescribing for 
children. 

For children under 12 years of age, the doses of 
^ost medicines must be diminished in the propor- 
tion of the age to the age increased by 12 ; thus

TABLE OP POISONS AND ANTIDOTES. 



In all cases of poisoning, the first step is to eva- 
cuate the stomach, which should be effected by one 
of those emetics which is most powerful and speedy 
in its operation, as sulphate of zinc, or sulphate of 
copper. When vomiting has already taken place, 
copious draughts of warm water or mucilaginous 
drinks should be given, to keep up the effect till 
the poisoning substance has been evacuated. If 
vomiting cannot be produced, the stomach-pump 
must be used. 

Inflammation of the stomach, congestion of the 
brain, and other symptoms, are to be treated on 
general principles, viz. : by bloodletting, cold ap- 
plications, revulsives, cool mucilaginous drinks, 
milk, lime-water, &c. When prostration exists, 
stimulants should be resorted to, as in other cases. 

The following is a list of the usual poisoning sub- 
stances, with the appropriate remedies.

hand. It should be foUowed 
by copious draughts of tepid 
water or flaxseed tea.

Wh«A sulphurio acid 
has been taken, the use of much 
water will be improper. 

The Vegetable Acids. Common 
vinegar being always at hand, 
is most frequently used. The 
fixed oils, as castor, flaxseed, 
almond, and olive oils, form 
soaps with the alkalies, and 
thus, also, destroy their caustic 
effect. They should be given 
in large quantity. 

£psom or Glauber's Salts, in solu- 
tion, or diluted sulphuric acid. 
The fixed oils also have the 
same effect as with the alkalies 
proper, when not in a compound 
state. 

Starch, or wheat flour, in large 
quantities, well mixed with 
water. For iodide of potassium, 
there being no antidote, vomit- 
ing must be promoted by copi- 
ous draughts of warm water.

Add sugar, wine and nutmeg, with 
lemon juice, to suit the taste and the nature of 
the case. (This is improyed by washing the tapioca 
well, and allowing it to steep for flye or six hours, 
changing the water three timei$ then proceed as 
before.)

Mixed with milk, this is an ex- 
cellent diet for children. 

YEGBTABLE SOUP. 

Take one potato, one turnip, and one onion, with 
a little celery or celery seed. Slice, and boil in 
one quart of water for an hour ; add as much salt 
as is agreeable, and pour the whole upon a piece of 
dry toast. To be used when animal food would be 
improper. 

INDIAN OBUlSL. 

Put three large tablespoonfuls of Indian meal, 
sifted, into a quart of water in a large bowl ; wash 
with several waters, turning off the water as the 
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meal settles ; then boil for twenty minntes, stiiring 
all the while; add a little salt; then strata and 
sweeten, adding a little batter, wine and nutmeg, if 
the case require. It should be taken warm. Oat- 
meal Oruel may be prepared in the same way ; but 
made of coarse grits, it should be strained, after 
boUing, and then seasoned. 

PANADA. 

Boil some slices of soft bread in a quart of water 
for five minutes. Then beat the bread smooth in a 
deep dish, mixing with it a little of the water in 
which it has been boiled ; mix with it a bit of fresh 
batter, and sugar and nutmeg according to circum- 
stances. Or, it may be made by grating some bread, 
or grating or pounding a few crackers; pour on 
boiSng water ; heat it well, and add sugar and nut- 
meg, or cinnamon. 

BOILBD PLOUB. 

Take ftj of fine flour, tie it up as tight as possible 
in a linen rag ; dip it frequently in cold water, and 
dredge the outside with flour tUl a crust is formed 
on it.

RENNET WHEY. 

Wash a small bit of rennet, about two inches 
square, in cold water, to remove the salt. Put it 
into a teacup, and pour on lukewarm water enough 
to cover it. Let it stand all night, and in the morn- 
ing stir the rennet -water into a quart of warm milk. 
Cover it, and set it near the fire, till a firm curd is 
formed. Pour off the whey, and it will be found a 
very cooling and palatable drink. 

OALYES* FEET JELLY. 

Take two calves* feet, and add to them one gallon 
of water, which reduce by boiling to one quart 
Strain, and when cold skim carefully. Add the 
whites of six or eight eggs well beaten, a pint of 
wine, half a pound of loaf sugar, and the juice of 
four lemons, and let them be well mixed.

/. Properties of Contractile (Musetilar) Fibre. 

a. IBBITABILITT. 

1. Excessive, Seen in excessive strength, as in 
delirium; or in quickness, as in conyulsions or 
clonic spasm; or in unusual duration, in tonic 
spasm (cramp, catalepsy, and tetanus). Reme- 
dies. — If from flow of blood, antiphlogistic ; firm 
pressure on muscles in cramp (masseter muscle 
in trismus). If from neryous irritation, narcotics 
and antispasmodics, especially stramonium, bel- 
ladonna, sulphuric ether, and Indian hemp. 

2. Defective, In force (weakness and paralysis) or 
in readiness to contract (as from opium, digitalis, 
&c., and some cerebral diseases). Remedies. — 
Repose, if from exhaustion; stimulants, as am- 
monia, brandy, &c. (often large quantities), elec- 
tricity, cold water dash; strychnia and cantha- 
rides in paralysis (endermic application best).

as in some cases of hysteria. 
Trembling — cold stage of fever, neryoas affections, 

ataxic fevers, in old persons, action on the system 

of lead, mercury, strong coffee, alcoholic liquor, 

tobacco, and opium. 
Rigidity of limbs — ^in upper extremities, a symptom 

of softening of the brain, cerebral extrayasation, 

hysteria. 

m. BEFLEZ OB AXCITOMOTGBT SYSTKBt. 

Cramp — pregnant women, hysteria, painter's colic. 
&c., &c. 

Tetanus (another form of tonic spasm) — ^may be 
trismus when the muscles of mastication are af- 
fected, emprosthotonos, with the body curved 
forwards, opisthotonos, if benl^ backwards, and 
pleurosthotonos, with lateral curvature. 

Clonic or temporary spasm — seen in convulsions of 
children, in hysteria, and some affections of the 
brain, in subsultus tendinum taking place in 
acute, ataxic diseases, in hiccough, &c. 

Morbid rhythmical movements — disease of cerebellum 
or its commissures. 

Reflected or sympathetic sensations, as pain at ex- 
tremity of penis from calculus of bladder, pain in 
right shoulder from congested liver, in left shoulder 
from disordered stomach, &c., are numerous. 

rV. INTELLECT. 

Exaltation of affections — hypochondriasis. 
Abolition of moral sensibility ; mania, typhus fever. 
Illusion and hallucination ; insanity. 
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Exaltation of intellect — ^melancholia, sometimes at 
close of life. 

Enfeebled intellect — typhus fever. 

Deliiiam — diseases of brain and its meninges, ty- 
phus feyer, the exanthemata ; diseases of chest 
and abdomen. 

Insomnia — ^mania, &c. 

Drowsiness — typhoid fever, some affections of the 
brain, &c. 

//. Function of Respiration, 

I. SYSPKCEA. 

1. From the access qfpure air impeded. 
a. Mechanical. 

Rigidity of parts — cartilages ossified, pleura inda- 
rated, ricketty distortion. ' « 

Pressure of parts — ^tumours or dropsies of abdomen. 

Obstraction of air-tubes — effusions, swelling, or tu- 
mours pressing on them, spasm of glottis or 
bronchi. 

Compression of lungs — effusions or tumours in 
pleural sac, in pleurisy, hydrothorax, pneumo- 
thorax, aneurism, &c. 

Alteration in tissue of lungs — enlargement of the 
vessels, effusions, as oedema, hepatization, tuber- 
cle, &c..; altered structure, as emphysema, dilated 
bronchi, vomica, &c. 

b. ChemicaL 

Deficiency of oxygen in the aii:— mephitic gas, rari- 
fied air. 
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c. Vital. 

Pain of parts moyed in respiration — ^pleurodynia, 

plenritis, peritonitis, &c. 
Paralysis of muscles — ^injury of spinal marrow. 
Weakness of muscles — ^prostration in ataxic feyer, 

&c. 
Spasm of muscles — tetanus, spasmodic asthma. 

2. From the state of the blood. 
a. Mechanical. 

Obstruction to the passage of blood — diseases of 
heart and great vessels, tumours pressing on 
them. 

b. Chemical. 

An excessively venous state — violent exertion. 
Deficiency of red particles — ansemia, chlorosis. 

• 3. From the nervous relations of parts. 

Excessive sensibility of par vagum — hysteric dys- 
pnoea, cerebral fevers. 

Defective sensibility of par vagum — coma, narco- 
tism, &c. 

11. COUGH. 

Hollow or barking — in last stage of consumption, 
chronic bronchitis, in some nervous affections. 

Sharp or ringing — in croup. 

Hoarse — incipient catarrh, chronic laryngitis, angi- 
nose affections. 

Wheezing — asthma. 

Belching — some disease of larynx. 

Paroxysmal — hooping cough, hysteria. 

On auscultation, bronchial (harsh, rapidly^evolved. 
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concentrated) — phthisis, pneumonia, pleurisy, di- 
latation of bronchi. 

On auscultation, caVemous (hollow) — tubercular 
excavation, dilated bronchi. 

On auscultation, amphoric (metallic or ringing) — 
broncho-pleural fistula, large, tubercular exca- 
Tation. 

in. EXPECTORATION. " 

Scanty — first stage of acute affections of lungs. 

Copious — decline of acute disease of air-passages or 
lungs, in chronic affections. 

Serous or watery — forming stage of bronchitis, pul- 
monary congestion, and yesicular emphysema. 

Mucous — bronchitis and pneumonia. 

Purulent — phthisis, third stage of pneumonia. 

Nummular (like coin) — tubercular phthisis, bron- 
chitis of measles, occasionally in chronic bron"* 
chitis. 

Flocculent, muco-purulent ; advanced phthisis. 

Tubular — plastic bronchitis, pneumonia. 

Whitish — beginning of acute affections of the lungs. 

Yellowish or greenish ; acute bronchitis. 

Rusty — ^pneumonia. 

Putrid smell — gangrene of lungs. 

Faint and sweetish smell — ^bronchitis, and first stage 
of phthisis. 

Alliaceous odour — ^broncho-pleural fistula. 

IV. PAIW. 

Dull, heavy, aching, round the base of the chest — 

acute bronchitis. 
Soreness in sternal region, and between the Bhoul- 

ders — acute bronchitis. 
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and tannin, vegetables which contain tannin, &c., 
mineral acids, &c. These act hy direct applica- 
tion, as in diarrhoea or lencorrhoea, or through 
the circnlation. Some agents, without a general 
astringent effect, diminish the secretion of parti- 
cular organs, as opium, which remarkably lessens 
the secretion of the liyer, and sometimes that of 
the kidneys.) 

If excessive secretion have caused febrile distur- 
bance, means to increase other secretions may 
restore a proper balance. Thus in bilious cho- 
lera, saline diuretics and diaphoretics are service- 
able; in renal irritation, with copious secretion 
of lithic acid, blue pill to augment the bile is 
often beneficial (combinations of medicines more 
useful in any disturbance of secretion, especially 
if long continued, as mercurials with diuretics, 
antimonials with salines, &c.) 

2. Defective. May cause general plethora, or local 
congestions, leading to dropsical effusions, fluxes, 
hemorrhages, or inflammations. Forward effects 
instanced in disorder in the latter stages of diges- 
tion, from deficiency of bile. Backward effects 
often seen in congestion of the organ ; and very 
remarkably in the case of the excretions, as 
urine and bile, which poison the blood when re- 
tained, causing typhoid symptoms, extreme de- 
pression, coma, and death. If the suppression is 
incomplete in the latter instances, the poisoning 
process is more tardy, producing various func- 
tional and visceral derangements, as delirium, or 
lethargy, dyspnoea, palpitation, vomiting, diar- 
rhoea, &c. (The excrementitious matters may 
then be detected in the blood, and other parts of 
the body ; as the colour of bile in the textures in 
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janndice ; area in the blood, &c., in granular de- 
generation of the kidneys, &c. Gout, rheumatism, 
degenerations, dropsies, &c., often caused by 
Tarious degrees of defective excretion.) 

Remedies. — & from defective supply of blood, sti- 
mulants, &c. ; if from inflammation or congestion, 
depletion or derivation. Often the first disorder 
is in the secreting structure itself, and the remedy 
must be those agents which increase the respec- 
tive secretions ; as mercury for the liver ; colchi- 
cum, nitre, &c., for the kidneys; croton oil, jalap, 
sulphate of magnesia, &c., for the intestines, &c. 
' (These specific stimuli in excess, or too long con- 
tinued, may cause not only general weakness, but 
also an exhaustion of the vital properties which 
they excite; as long or excessive use of mercury 
causes torpidity of the liver; of purgatives, im- 
perfect action of bowels ; of diuretics, scanty, al- 
buminous, or watery urine; — hence they should 
be intermitted and alternated with tonics, as bit- 
ters with mercurials; chalybeates with saline 
aperients and diuretics.) In chronic cases, medi- 
cines which are inferior in efficacy to be preferred, 
because less exhaustiug — (examples ; taraxacum, 
iodine, sarsaparilla, nitric and nltro-muriatic 
acids). Where defective secretions are not rea- 
dily restored, they may sometimes be compensated 
for by artificial substitutes. Thus ox-gall, aloes, 
i^d soap, or toasted bacon at breakfast, promotes 
tibie action of the intestines, in defective secretion 
of bile ; and defective secretion of mucus may be 
remedied by mucilage, &c. 

8. Perverted Secretion often accompanies excess and 
defect. In febrile diseases, the secretions of the 
kidneys and alimentary canal are altered as well 
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as diminislied ; inflammation and determination 
of blood change as well as increase the secretion 
from mucous membranes, rendering it more saline, 
and sometimes albuminous, &c. Altered secretion 
may be unfit for use ; as a thin, acrid mucus irri- 
tates instead of protecting the membrane, as in 
coryza and mucous diarrhoea ; viscid, dry mucus 
obstructs the tubes ; altered gastric juice causes 
indigestion ; ' sebaceous matter accun^ulating in 
the follicles of the skin causes irritation and in- 
flammation, &c. 
Bemedies.-^Usually those which increase secretion. 
In some cases tonics may be advantageously com- 
bined with them. Such a combination is presented 
in most of those remedies called alteratives. 



IV, Constituents of the Blood. 

The principal constituents of the blood, necessary to 
be mentioned here, are the red . particles, fibrin, 
and albumen, either in excess, defect, or altera- 
tion. The other constituents of the blood are oil, 
salts, and water. In malignant cholera, the de- 
fect of saline matter, and water, owing to the ex- 
cessive evacuations, seems to be the cause of the 
obstructed circulation, lividity and collapse, and 
hence the temporary efficacy of injection of saline 
solutions into the veins of such patients. 

a. RED PAfeTICLES. 

The red particles of the blood are distinct structures — 
living cells, floating in the liquor sanguinis ; they 
have a tendency to cohere in piles or roleaus in 
fresh-drawn blood, and this tendency is strongest 
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in blood taken from a person affected with inflam- 
mation. 

1. Excess, Seen in sanguineous plethora. A slight 
increase has been detected in the early stage of 
inflammations and fevers, especially eruptiye 
feyers, as measles and scarlatina. 

Remedies. Bloodletting the speediest agent. Low 
or vegetable diet and the antiphlogi^ic regimen 
generally ; saline medicines much diluted and taken 
copiously have a remarkable effect. 

2. Defect, Seen in the lymphatic temperament, also 
after great loss of blood, in chlorosis and other 
aneemic states, in scrofulous and tubercular dis- 
eases, in the latter periods of fevers, and after 
severe inflammations, in granular degeneration of 
the kidney, &c., &c. Known by paleness of parts 
naturally red, pallid or sallow complexion, a weak 
state of the functions generally. 

Remedies. Air ; light, nourishing food, especially 
brown meats ; tonics, particularly iron (Quevenne's 
metallic iron, Ferrum per Hydrogen). 

3. Alteration. " Of the red particles is "^evinced by 
change of colour in the blood, and change of form 
in the individual corpuscles as seen by Sie micro- 
scope. 

Seen in scurvy ; in the Walcheren and other malig- 
nant fevers, in cacheemia, from malarious influ- 
ence, generally in connexion with a diseased 
spleen ; in congestive typhoid fevers, &c. 

Remedies. Saline medicines have been recom- 
mended in typhoid and malignant fevers ; but re- 
medies to increase the excretions in connexion 
with those mentioned under the last head, are less 
questionable; in malarious and anemic cacheemia ; 
tibie use of purgatives and diuretics combined 
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with chalybeate tonics, has produced the best 
effects. 

b. FiBBIN. 

But little difference between fibrin and albumen, in 
chemical composition, jet fibrin is distinguished 
by its being organizable or susceptible of life. It 
causes the coagulation of the blood ; it constitutes 
the buffy coat and coagulable lymph ; and is pro- 
bably the material by which chiefly the textures 
are nourished and repaired. 

1. Excess, In all true inflammatory diseases, espe- 
cially those of a sthenic character, and in acute 
rheumatism. There is a relative excess also in 
diseases connected with a deficiency- of red par- 
ticles. 

Remedies. Bloodletting and low diet ; yet fibrin is 
less reduced by them than excess of red particles. 
Remedies which increase the more solid secretions 
probably diminish the fibrin. 

2. Defect. Seen in fluidity, or but slight coagula- 
tion of blood when drawn, or in asthenic tendency 
to hemorrhage, and unmanageable oozing of blood 
from an accidental wound, &c., in cases of poison- 
ing with hydrocyanic acid, &c., in adynamic fevers, 
&c., in cases of asphyxia, cyanosis, &c. 

Remedies. Assist the functions on which the supply 
of fibrin depends. If the digestive organs will bear 
them, meat, eggs, bread, and other articles abound- 
ing in protein ; assist digestion and assimilation 
by stimulants, bitters, quinine, and the mineral 
acids; help respiration by the access of pure, cool 
air ; avoid fatigue ; secure sleep, if necessary, by 
narcotics ; toxicological means, of course, if called 
for.

3. Alterations. Seen in the yarieties presented by 
the buffj coat, and contractions of the clot of 
blood. Also in the yarieties of the reparatiye 
process. False membrane, deposits, &o., in a 
healthy subject, may be euplastic, or in a high 
degree organized and healdy. But in many in- 
stances the nutritiye material is caco-plasdc, or 
snsceptible of only a low degree of organization, 
as in induration from chronic inflammation, in 
fibro-cartilage, cirrhosis, gray tubercle, &c. It 
may also be aplastic, or not organizable at all, as 
in pus, curdy matter, yellow tubercles, &o. 

Remedies. The increased properties of separation 
and contraction manifested by blood in inflamma- 
tion, are reduced by bloodletting, &o. Yet if anti- 
phlogistic remedies do not remoye local inflamma- 
tion, theymay render its produotmore injurious by 
lowering its plasticity. Hence the necessity of 
endeayouring to remoye inflammations before 
they become chronic, and when there is risk of 
such eyent, improying the condition of the blood 
by a tonic and nutritiye plan, conjoined with local 
antiphlogistic measures. A similar' tonic treat- 
ment is indicated in scroftilous, ohlorotio, and 
other cachectic states, where the fibrin is rela- 
tiyely copious with a tendency to aplastic deposits. 
In addition, remedies likely to keep the fibrin dis- 
solyed, as alkalies, and iodide of potassium, are ad- 
yisable, although the -efficacy of these means has 
not been fully proyed. 

c. Albumxn. 

1. Excess. Exists in most cases of inflammations 
and feyers, especially during their more aotiye 
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stages. Its increase is not, howeyer, in propor- 
tion to that of fibrin. Its excess in cholera is due 
to the removal of the water of the blood. Very 
poorliying, extensive hemorrhage, and other drains 
will reduce it. 

2. Defect, Met with in cases of albuminuria, and 
in diabetes : it seems to be a chief constituent of 
the dropsical diathesis. 

Remedies. Those which restrain wasting discharges 
and improve general nutrition. Cod-Uver oil re- 
commended for the last purpose. 

V, Changti m the blood by Respiration, 

The change of venous into arterial blood is never in 
excess, for the activity of the respiration is adi^pt- 
ed to the rapidity of Uie circulation, and the cor- 
responding need of change. 

Defect of the change is the essence of asphyxia or 
apncea. 

Remedies. Rest, fresh air and sedative medicines 
(as digitalis, hyoscyamus, &c.), or antispasmodics. 
Sometimes an enfeebled circulation may require 
stimulants, or an engorged venous system calls for 
depletion. In suspended animation from drown- 
ing, &c., artificial respiration, frictions, the warm 
bath, stimulants, &c. 



VI. Changes in the Blood by Excretion. 
se Sect. III. Property of Secretion. 



Other changes may be produced in the blood from 
the transformation of the chyle and of the tex- 
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tores, including the processes of nutrition and 
reparation (probably the cause of gout, diabetes, 
and obesity). The presence of foreign matters in 
the blood, also, may excite various contagious epi- 
demic or endemic diseases; but too little is yet 
ascertained to supply any certain knowledge. 

b. PBOXIMATE OR SECONDARY ELBMBNTS OF DISEASE. 

I. Ancemia, 

The exciting causes of ansamia are circumstances 
which injure or withdraw the blood; profuse dis; 
charges of other fluids ; scanty or poor food ; im- 
pure air; chronic diseases, and uterine irregu- 
larity, as chlorosis. 

The general symptoms are weakness, both muscular 
and organic ; defective nutrition ; and imperfect 
sanguification; the uervous system is also fre- 
quently excited. 

Remedies. — (See A: Section IV.) Those which in- 
crease the constituents of the blood. 

/ //. - fft/percemia, or Excess of Blood, 

This may be general (plethora), with increased 
motion (sthenic), or with diminished motion (as- 
thenic) ; or it may be local, with diminished mo- 
tion (congestion), or with increased motion (de- 
termination of blood). The results of these may 
be hemorrhage, flux, dropsy, &c. Another variety 
of hyperocmia may be distinguished by an altered 
or perverted action of the vessels. This is chiefly 
local, and includes inflammation. 

Remedies. — For plethora, bloodletting and other 
evacuants. In the sthenic kind, sedative and 
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relaxing remedies are also indicated, but in the 
asthenic, tonics, and even stimulants ; or altera- 
tiye aperients, as mild mercarials, with rhubarb, 
aloes, or senna, salines, and taraxacum, iodide of 
potassium, &c., may prepare the way for yarious 
tonics. - 

For congestion, the most important means are those 
which contribute to a removal of its cause, as the 
loosening of a ligature, reduction of a compressing 
tumour, moderating the action of a diseased 
heart, or restoring the secretion of the liver, &c. 
In congestion from atony of the vessels, a change 
of posture sometimes gives relief, as in congestive 
fevers, when the head is affected, it should be 
elevated; congested, uterine, or hemorrhoidal 
vessels, and varicose limbs, are assisted by the 
recumbent posture. Pressure, as by bandages, 
&c., is also useful at times. Astringents are 
sometimes useful by increasing the contractility 
of the vessels. Stimulants also are often very 
eflFective, as diluted spirit lotion to a congested 
conjunctiva, capsicum gargle to a congested 
throat, or a stimulant wash to a purple sore, &c. 

For determination of blood, the removal of stimuli 
or irritants from the part, or the reduction of 
their action by soothing or diluent remedies, is 
the first indication. The atonic distension of the 
arteries supplying the part may be relieved by 
cold, astringents, and derivants; as cold lotions 
to the head, and the hot footbath in determination 
to the head. Evacuants, also, and frequently blood- 
letting, are indicated as derivants. 

Infiammation. — In incipient inflammation, for the 
congestion, astringents, stimulants, or evacuants. 
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may be useful. For the irritation of the nerves 
and yessels, sedatiyes, deriyatives, and eyacuants. 

In local inflammation, the remedies for congestion 
and determination are applicable. For impeded 
circulation in a part, moist heat, and other sti- 
mulants ; but, for increased circulation, the reme- 
dies for determination. In inflammation with 
fever, general bloodletting and other evaouants 
are called for ; relaxants, as antimony, &c. ; low 
diet, &c. 

(A remarkable fact has been discovered by Dr. 
Marshall Hall, viz. : that in inflammatory diseases 
a much larger quantity of blood may be drawn 
without producing syncope, than can be taken in 
health, or in other diseases. He says, '*In eases 
in which it is doubtful whether the pain or other 
local afi'ection be the effect of inflammation or of 
irritation, the question is immediately determined 
by placing the patient upright, and looking up- 
wards, and bleeding to incipient syncope. In in- 
flammation much blood flows ; in irritation very 
little." This he considers a rule for bloodletting, 
a guard against undue and inefficient bloodletting, 
and ** a source of diagnosis, in the fullest sensQ of 
the word." 

The following table shows the results of his investi- 
gations, as to the tolerance of bloodletting in dif- 
ferent diseases, before incipient syncope. 

I. AXJGIBKTID TOLXBINCI. 

1. Congestion of the brain, 5XI-I. 

2. Inflammation of serous, synovial, and fibrous 
membranes, §xxx-zl. 
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The local treatment consists of punctures and in- 
cisions; cauterization by nitrate of silver; and 
mercurial ointment, which is supposed to modify 
the character of the poison. A solution of sul- 
phate of iron in water, one ounce to a pint of 
water, applied to the part by moistened rags, acts 
like a charm. 

The aphthous inflammation of children is to be 
treated by aperients, with a local application of 
borax, or a weak solution of sulphate of zinc. 

Scrofulous inflammation owes its peculiarity to a 
degraded condition of the plasma, or nutritive 
material of the blood ; and hence is most bene- 
fitted by tonics, nourishing diet, &c. God-liver 
oil, iodide of potassium, &c., are medicines in 
repute. 

Rheumatic and gouty inflammation require means 
to eliminate the morbid matter from the system, 
as mercury and colchicum. Active antiphlogistic 
measures often necessary, however, before these 
medicines will act. 

Gonorrhoeal inflammation requires mild antiphlo- 
gistic and demulcent measures at first, and as- 
tringent injections and terebinthinate remedies 
afterwards. Mercury is the chief specific in sy- 
philis. 

C. STRXTCTUEAl DISEASE. 

Including increased nutrition (hypertrophy), dimi- 
nished nutrition (atrophy), and perverted nutri- 
tion, would open a field too extensive for a table 
like the present. It pertains, too, rather to the 
department of morbid anatomy than to pathology 
proper. (See A., Section IV.) 

20 
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MODES OF DBATS. 

1. Beginning at the heart. 1. Suddenly (syncope). 
This is instantaneous ; the subject suddenly turn- 
ing piJe, falling back, or dropping down, and ex- 
piring with one gasp. 

2. Gradually (asthenia). The symptoms are, — ^in- 
creasing weakness of body and mind, with per- 
haps no marked derangement in any particular 
function; increased frequency, and diminishing 
strength of the pulse; the face, lips, &o., becom- 
ing paler and psiler, or of a peculiar sallowness ; 
extremities become cold and oedematous ; tongue 
often dry and brown, or furred,, and the mouth 
aphthous ; excretions imperfectly voided at first, 
then the sphincters lose their power, and the dis- 
charges are iuYoluntary ; general sinking. 

II. Beginning at the breathing apparatus (asphyxia 
or apnoea). Symptoms : increasing feeling of suf- 
focation; face, neck, &c., congested, and changing 
from red to purple, and from purple to livid ; stu- 
por; reduction of temperature; weak and irre- 
gular pulse ; rapid reduction of muscular strength. 

m. Beginning at the brain (coma). Its symptoms 
are those of interrupted function of the brain, 
insensibility, and suspension of voluntary motion, 
the heart's action not being materially impaired. 
The excito-motory system of the medulla is often 
affected, as well as the sensorial and voluntary 
functions, hence respiration is interrupted, con- 
vulsions sometimes ensue, and the sphincters are 
relaxidd. 

IV. Beginning at the medulla (paralysis). The 
mode, like that of the last, is really by apnoea, 
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but the excito-motory function is the first to fail. 
Of course there can be no respiration when this 
ceases. 
y. Beginning with the blood (necrsemia). The 
symptoms are typhoid, putrid, or malignant; a 
congested surface, the colour being dusky or 
liyid; exanthematous patches on the skin, or 
petechise ; ecchymoses, or oozing of thin, bloody 
fluid from the gums, nostrils, &c. ; extreme pros- 
tration ; obtuse senses and mental faculties ; 
sometimes with delirium and twitching of * the 
limbs ; half-closed eyes and dilated pupils ; fre- 
quent, weak, and soft pulse; frequent and une- 
qual respiration ; no appetite ; intense thirst ; a 
dry, brown tongue, wiUi dark sordes on the lips 
and teeth; a progressive fall of temperature; 
cold, clammy, and fetid perspiration ; hiccough ; 
subsultus tendinum ; scanty, offensive urine ; in- 
voluntary discharges.
